Cleon1 iNash, which is set for the sum- 
mer term of district c6wt, beginning 
July 10, will be the first capital, case 
in Kidder county since that of .Wolf, 
in the later '80's. 


Many features of the Xash case lend 


it unusual interest The defendant is 
charged with slaying Clarence Hicks 
In the latter's lonely homestead, near 
Robinson, last December. 
Following 


the crime Nash wandered for days 
over the bleak prairies in the teeth 
ot howling gales and with the ther- 
mometer at 20 to 40 below freezing. 
!N'o matter In what direction -Nash 
went he was turned back by fear of 
detection. Finally he gave himself up 
to a Kidder county deputy 
sheriff 


whom he encountered in the road near 
the scene of his crime. 


Famished and Frozen. 


When taken Into custody Nash was 


almost famished. He had frozen both 
feet to the ankles,- and the alleged 
slayer, who confessed the killing, was 
hastened to a bospftal in Bismarck. 
There It was found tieceSsary to am- 
putate both feet, and Xash was not 
able to leave the hospital until March 
22. when he was brought back 
to 


Steele and placed In jail to await 
trial. 


The motive for Nash's crime seems 


to be a mystery. He has been a tract- 
able prisoner, cheerful and giving no 
trouble. 
While he 'broods over his 


deed and over the terrible penalty 
which nature has exacted from him 
in the loss of his feet, his deportment 
is not that ordinarily associated with 
a murderer

GOVERNMENT TO TAKE OVER 


PLANTS IF NEOESSABY 


Washington, June 22—The federal 


trade commission will be asked soon 
by President Penman of the Emerg- 
ency Fleet corporation to fix a uni- 
form price for steel and steel pro- 
ducts for all Industries in the United 
States. 


The commission will he asked to 


-name a fair, price, which will afford 
the producers a fair rroftt,. not-only 
on steel, but on pig (run and other 
materials entering Into the manufac- 
ture of steel. 


The method of procedure will be 


for the committee to suggest to all 
iron and steel manufacturers and ore 
producers that they unite and name 
a price themselves, subject to the 
committee's approval. Should they de- 
cline to adopt this course, the govern 
ment has power to commandeer the 
plant. 


With the government obtaining Its 


steel for the proposed fleet of ocean- 
going vessels at a comparatively low 
price, it is feared that unless some 
restrictive action be taken, the price 
of steel and Iron to other Industries 
will attain unheard of levels within 
a short time.

That, It is pointed out. might be 


brought about by the natural law of 
supply and demand as the govern- 
ment requirement, when, filled, will 
leave an inadequate supply for other 
industries.

"The 'whole nation must be a team 


In which each man shall play the 
part for which he is best titled," said 
President Wilson, In his selective ser- 
vice day proclamation. 


The test of selective service, as a 


principle of modern war policy, will 
come when It Is seen how the young 
men registered are made to ttt and 
how the exemption claims are treat 
ed. 


A considerable percentage of those 


who have registered have declared 
their unwillingness to go into the 
war. 
Absolute fairness and Impar- 


tiality In allowing exemptions and 
wise location of these young men In 
war work will dissipate this unwill- 
ingness in very large degree. 


Special selection because of spe- 


cial fitness for the nation's service 
appeals to most 
intelligent 
young 


men. and to their parents, too, wheth- 
er or not these young men want to 
bear arms; but the difficulty of the 
work of impartial exemption and wise 
selection appears conspicuous when 
it is remembered that many thous- 
ands of those registered have not, 
even in peace, found the place in 
which they would best fit, or at least 
not as producers. On the other hand, 
there Is a special advantage about 
this war in that it IB. practically, a 
new game, with the vast majority of 
war jobs far behind the firing lines. 
Even the corner Idler, or the hanger- 
on at race tracks or sport fields, or 
any of the idle poor or idle rich is 
hardly more of a beginner. In respect 
of modern warfare, than the fellow 
who has for years been standing in 
our standing army with little excite- 
ment save semi-annual vaccination.
